All the type foundries of any consequence in 
America are in the deal, with the exception of 
Barnhart Bros. & Spindler of this city and 
perhaps two concerns in New York. 
The smaller concern, it is said, will 
be squeezed out of existence. In all 
the great centers the number of foundries 
will be reduced tothe minimum. New York 

will probably have three; Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, and Boston two each; Baltimore, Cin- 
cinnati, and St. Louis one each; while the 
concerns in Kansas City, Cleveland, St. Paul, 
and Buffalo will be closed down entirely, 

The deal has been in course of formation for 
over two years, and it is said on good author- 
ity that it will be consummated today. An 


- official in one of the largest type foundries in 
Chicago said that the trust was" to be con- 


trolled by English capital. 
am not fully posted as to the recent de- 
velopments, he continued, but it was orig- 
inally intended that the English syndicate 
should advance $4,000,000 in cash, For this 
it was to get practical control of tne combina- 
tion. The owners of the foundries in the trust 
were to get this money, which represents two- 
thirds of the cash value of their plants. 
Then the foreign 3 were to get 
the preferred stock of the trust, amount- 
ing to $4,000,000. Part of the common stock 
was to to the original holders of the 
foundries. In addition to this they were to 
get two-thirds of the bonds to be issued, 
amounting to $6,000,000, these bonds to bear 
6 per cent interest. The preferred stock was 
also to bear 6 per cent interest: And after 
this was paid the capital stock holders were 
to take whatever remained of the earni 
If this amounted to more per cent 
preferred and capital stock was to — 
— up to the amount of 8 per cent. If any 
remained over and above this it was to go to the 
holders of the capital stock. There may have 
been a few minor changes made in this, but I 
hardly think so. The amount of the whole 
deal is that the Americans are to take a mi- 
nority of the stock and in a general way be 
retained as m rs. The ultimate aim is 
to advance prices. Of the twenty-three type- 
foundries in the United States I don’t think 
more than four or five have been making any 
money. The balance sheets of some of the 
largest and oldest concerns in the East have 
shown a loss for years. This, of course, is 
what induced the formation of the trust. 
The present tendency, as compared with 
the policy of the trust, is to concentrate the 
business and for small concerns to drop out, 
leaving the business in the hands of a few 
large houses. The idea of the instigators of 
the trust is that by consolidating the business 
of the country they can save in the making 
of the t By making large they 
¢an make money on small profits. 
At present, for instance, there are four foun- 
dries in timore. is far too 
many for the size of the place. 
They can’t live unless they get a high 
price for their product. If this deal is con- 
summated, there is no doubt but 
it will be, three of the foundries in Baltimore 
will be shut down, New York will have per- 
haps three, Chicago two or three, Philadel- 
phia and Boston two, and so on. The little 
concerns in Kansas City, Cleveland, Buffalo, 
and St. Paul will ve shut down altogether. 
Now as to what course the trust will pur- 
sue regarding Barnhart Brothers & Spindler 
and the two or perhaps three New York firms 
Which have me to come in, I cannot say.

The danger — the sale of liquor 
in general stores, danger to morality by 
female attendance, and the other reasons for 
the different paragraphs of the law are ex- 
haustively treated. The law is carefull 
drawn, and in the event of its passage (which 
is thought to be almost a foregone conclo- 
sion) will, it is believed, do much to stop the 
spread of alcoholism,

TIoonpon, Sept. 7.—Continumg the efforts 
made in Germany last month to ascertain the 
feeling of foreign manufacturers in regard to 
tne McKinley Tariff bill, investigations of a 
simular character have been made throughout 
Great Britain. While the exports to America 
from certain places show a marked falling off, 
yet the totals for January. February, and 

March, this year (the last three mouths for 
which figures are obtainable), show an increase 
over the figures of the same months last year. 
These months may be regarded as the best 
ones for comparison since the bill went into 
effect. In 1890, during those months, the rush 
to get goods into America before the bill had 
become aiaw had not yet begun, and this year 
the same months form a period when the 
rush, with the excepton of tinplate, was 
over, and when business may be supposed to 
have been in a more normal condition than at 
any time since the passage of the bill. 

The total value of declared exports for the 
first quarter of 1891 from the consular dis- 
tricts of Great Britain and Ireland amounted 
to over $46,000,000, against $45,878,724 during 
the same quarter of last year. Among the 
cities embraced in this district are Belfast, 
Birmingham, Bradford, Bristol, Cardiff, Cork, 
Dublin, Dundee, Dunfermline, Falmouth, Glas- 
gow, Huddersfield, Hull, Leeds, Leith, Liver- 

London, Manchester, Newcastle, Not- 
tingham, Plymouth, Sheffield, Southampton, 
and Tunstall. London, where articles of every 
eonceivable description are declared, leads 
the list with a record of $12,750,000, nearly

Mr. Rogers further explained that had it not 
been for the Sheffield and Solingen firms rush- 
ing stocks into the States just previous to the 
passing of the McKinley bill there would, in 
his opinion, have been a more speedy recov- 
ery. Speaking cent. he said he firmly 
believed that, although trade had not risen to 
the former standard, prospects had greatly 
brightened aad manufacturers in Sheffield 
were increasingly hopeful. 

While some parts of the neighboring coun- 
try have suffered severely from the effects of 
the new tariff this cannot be said of Lan- 
cashire. Inquiry among the principal firms 
in Manchester, who, directly or indirectly, 
may be said to represent Lancashire in this 
matter, reveals that the McKinley tariff has 
produced no alarming results in the Man- 
chester district. The principal reason is that 
a small part of the exports of Lancashire cot- 
ton — 2 to the United States before 
the new tariff came into operation, the exact 
proportion being only 4 per cent. The trade 
in the coarser cotton fabrics had been prac- 
tically lost before the McKinley tariff was 
made. The United States had proved before 
that time it could spin, weave, and bleach 
the coarser qualities of goods in any quantity 
and on paying conditions. Not only had it 
suppli its own wants, but it had 
created a considerable shipping trade with 
outside countries. Manchester still claims to 
keep the lead in what may be called the 
superior class of goods, and to retain in spite 
of the tariff ite business in the best qualities 
of cotton dress mnaterials. 


Made Up for the Loss. 


At the beginning of the year trade was 
— depressed by the tariff, but the Leeds 
manufacturers say that they have built up a 
trade with their own colonies and with Italy 
which compensates them for the loss in the 
United States. The year so far has been freer 
trom failures in many preceding years, 
and the liabilities less than 50 per cent. . 

The head of one of the largest firms in reply 
to questions said: 

* Wé have done a large trade for the last 
twenty-five years with America, in the 
better and medium makes of goods. Since 
the new tariff we have ceased making the 
medium or cheap kinds of fabrics and have 
given our attention to lighter cloths, for 
which we can do a brisk trade despite the 
tariff. For heavy goods, however, we cannot 
get a market, have abandoned their man- 
ufacture so far as the American markets are 
concerned. For lightweights, mixed, and 
fancies we have stilla brisk demand, and in 
this respect our sales have not been affected. 
For winter goods we do not receive any orders, 
as the weight is against us with the present 
tariff, but for spring goods we are as busy as 
ever. Awmiericans cannot compete with us 
either in style, quality, or price in light goods. 
For common goods; such as serges, tweeds, 
and cotton warps, we stand no chance with 
the present tariff, and there is an end of this 
class of trade so far as America is concerned. 
Other markets, however, have been found, 
Canada taking more than it did. Some firms 
engaged in ready-made juvenile clothing are 
of the opinion that they will be able to make 
the tariff at a profit, and as winter approaches 
arrangements will have been completed to try 
the experiment.“ 

According to Bradford manufacturers the 
effect of the tariff upon exports tothe States 
has so far proved even more prejudicial to the 
Bradford trade than was anticipated. And 
though upon careful examination of the 
monthly returns of exports from July, 1890, 
to July, 1891, it appears that one or two of the 
larger departments are showing some im- 
provement from an Englishman's point of 
view, the fact remains of a decrease in the 
aggregate value of declared exports of every 
kind from Bradford tothe United States in 
May, June, and July last by comparison with 
those of months in 1890; it was, taking the 
total decrease of the three months, larger by 
100,000 pounds than that durmg October, 
November, and December.

Bradford says the sustained falling off of ex- 
perts of stuff goods, worsted coatings. and 
seals and plushes, the three leading manufact- 
ures, has beea larger than anybody here ex- 
pected.

The request of a committee of 
the St, Paul Chamber of for a 
conference with a like committee of the Min- 
neapolis Board of Trade on the advisability 
of union was met with a slap in the face from 
the latter body this morning. The report of 
the Flour City Board of Trade committee re- 
counts ail of the quarrels the two cities have 
had in the last dozen years, and says the pub- 
lic sentiment of Minneapolis is so strongly 
against union that a conference would be of 
no use at this time. The most caustic para- 
graphs in the report are as follows: 

The agitation of the question of union comes 
almost entirely from parties engaged in land 
speculations between the two cities, and whose 
special object is to increase values on such 
property. This territory, which separates the 
two cities proper by a space of some five 
miles, makes it practically impossible to merge 
the two city governments into one over this 
extended area, consisting largely of farms and 
unsettled districts. We do not believe that 
dilatory meaningless committees without 
power and without serious intention other 
than to sell interurban lots will have any 
favorable influence toward tation. A fair pro- 
gressive spirit shown by St. Paul in the past, 
to meet the liberal friendly feeling that has 
prevailed in this city 5 to within 
the last year, could ve readily 
devised a plan for building the two cities into 
one, and provided for) their consolidation 
with acommun name and government at some 
future time. *But such a spirit has not existed 
in St. Paul and does not exist there today. 
St. Paul in 1885 annexed all of. the interurban 
district right up to the Egst Minneapolis lim- 
its, and Minneapolis ig disinclined to talk 
about union until the line is set back at least

SHOT AND KILLED A TRAMP. 


Unprovoked Murder of a Prisoner by a 
Missouri Deputy Sheriff.
